In due 
course the unwanted. member of the com- 
munity on whom the has been cast 
gradually fades away and dies. When the 
quartz is required as an amulet, and for no 
evil designs, it is wound round and round 
with opossum yarn till a good-sized ball *s 
formed; it is then worn suspended from the 
girdle.

COCOA AND CHOCOLATE. 


HOSE nutritious and popular beverages, 
cocoa and chocolate, are manufactured 
from the fruit of an evergreen Wa 

known as cacao, which grows abundant! 
the tropical parts of America, the V rest 
Indies, and parts of Asia and Africa. The 
stem of the cacao tree’is about six or seven 
feet in height before dividing into branches. 
Its fruit is yellow and resembles a cucumber 
in sha e seeds themselves are like brown | 
almonds, and the kernels they contain are 
dark brown. 

When ripe the fruit is picked, placed in 
earthen vessels, and allowed to stand for a 
few days till it ferments. Sometimes the fruit 
is only piled in small heaps on the ground; 
at other times it is buried in the earth until 
fermentation takes place. The seeds are then 
roasted, and it is from the kernels, or ‘‘ cacao 
nibs,’’ that cocoa and chocolate are made. 
A large amount of the fat which the kernels 
contain is taken away and sold as “' cocoa 
butter.”’ 

When the cacao nibs have been roasted 
they are either ground into cocoa and packed 
ready for market, or eise they are sweetened 
and manufactured into chocolates. 

As well as being a delicious sweetmeat, 
plain chocolate is a most sustaining and 
nutritious food. Very popular with the 
young people are chocolate crean:s, but thes» 
are not nearly so wholesome, nor do they 
«oatain the same sustenance as bars of plain 
chocoiate. 

Chocolate beverage, which is made by dis- 
sclving chocolate in boiling water or; milk, 
was a favourite one with the Mexicans, and 
was used by them as far back as the time 
of Montegama. 

In the making of puddings and cakes cocoa 
and chocolate powders are employed in 
various ways, and are greatly valued by the 
cook who knows that chocolate flavour is 
always a favourite. PP.

MANCHESTER MARKETS 


REVIEW. 
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FROM OUR COMMERCIAL CORRESPONDENT. 

The story of British trade during the past 
year is a record few care to dwell upon; for 
it is a tale of induétrial upheaval on a scale 
never before experienced in the ecountty. 
Perhaps, no section of trade experienced 50 
much anxiety and difficulty as that of the 
great purveyors of foodstuffs. With wages 
sadly depleted, the consumptive demand was 
Sechanarily restricted, and the wholesaler as 
well as the retailer was equally affected. 
Apart from the industrial unrest, the pro- 
vision trade will find itself concerned with 
legislative proposals the full effects of which 
will be felt during the year just commenced. 
With minor exceptions, the Preservatives and 
Food Regulations are now operative, and at 


« 


| no very distant date there appears to be little 


doubt that the Merchandise Marks Agt and 
the Net Weight Bill will be added to the 
Statute Book: At the moment the future is 
full of hope, and, with a greater spifit of 
peace and good-will prevailing in industry, 
we can look forward to the promise of 1927 
with no small degree of optimism. There is 
strong evidence that trade between the mother 
country and the Dominions will be largely 
augmented, but it is absolutely essential that 
the quality and standard of products to this 
country should be maintained and, in some 
cases; improved. Competition with the older 
foreign products is becoming infinitely keener, 
and it is necessary that the closest attention 
should be paid to standardisation, grading 
and packing if Empire produce is to occupy 
the position it has so far achieved. Taking 
a broad view of the situation, there appears 
to be every reason to hope that the present 
year will witness a steady recovery in the 
trade of the country, a consummation de- 
voutly desired by all classes of the com- 
munity. So far as the immediate position 1s 
concerned in bacon, a welcome improvement 

lace. The heavy stocks appear to 
have toned their way into the market; the 
retailers now, having got rid of their surplus 
goods, are operating freely, and prices of 
Continental cures have moved upwards. Irish 
descriptions are relatively highgéompared with 
other cures, and no quotable change has been. 
made in this department. So far as butter is 
concerned, the position has weakened con- 
siderably as compared with the early part of 
the week, but the slump is reported to be 
more apparent in Denmark than on this side 
of the water. The milder weather has led to 
increased production of eggs, and prices of 
both English new laid and Irish are lower 
than Danish. 

At Salford Cattle Market on Tuesday busi- 
ness proceeded as usual after the holidays.

Lecturing to a large audience in the 
Theatre Royal, Dublin, yesterday, on 
‘‘ Memories of Anglicanism,”’ in aid of the 
St. Anthony's Bays Club, the Reverend 
Ronald Knox told his hearers that he did 
not desire to criticise Anglicanism of 
Anglo-Catholicism, but to defend himself 
——his own past. He did not wish to conceal 


wanted to explain the kind of fool that he 
had been. 


THE ANGLO-CATHOLIC MIND. 

The more the Anglo-Catholic move- 
ment consolidated itself in England the more 
would Catholics brush up against it. There 
was, in fact, difficulty in knowing the 
Ritualistic church from the Catholic church, 
and so great was this ditliculty that the sug: 
gestion had been made to hang Papal flags 
or other badges outside the Catholic churches, 
That would not do, because Anglo-Catholics 
would do the same. 

“I ‘advise those going to England,’ said 
Father Knox, “ that the only way that they 
will be sure of a Catholic church is by the 
plate at the door, and if they do not see 
the plate to go outside at once and ask for a 
Roman Catholic church.” (Laughter.) | 

At the root of the Anglo-Catholic 
mind, he continued, there was a supreme 
insularity which took the Church of England 
for granted as a self-evident fact. It was 
part of a historical tradition—that of the 
poh at Englishman. They contrasted it 
until recently, not with the Catholic Church 
(as they would in Ireland), but with a power- 
ful Nonconformity which was clearly marked 
off from their own social and political sym- 
pathies. 

THE OXFORD MOVEMENT. 

If they were religiously-minded, especially 
if they had clerical ambitions, they had to 
fill in for themselves at the under-graduate 
time of life some picture of what they wanted 
the Church of England to be. At that time 
one was instinctively an idealist; he wanted 
a cause to fight for. The obvious cause 
which offered itself nowadays to the reli: 
giously-minded graduate was that of the 
Oxford Movement. He began probably «s 
the Oxford Movement began, with the ambi- 
tion to restore in the Church of England 
practices which seemed te have fallen out. by 
accident rather than by the intention of the 
reformers—confession and the wearing of 
vestments. He appealed to the Prayer Book 
and to the seventeenth century Anglican 
divines, and assumed that the ‘Church of 
England had continuity with the Catholic 
Church, which preceded it as a matter of 
course—the Church of England was still his 
self-evident starting point. From this old- 
fashioned High Church point of view he 
was swept onwards into Anglo-Catholicism, 
which was a deliberate imitation of 
Catholicism. 

It looked as if it were very simple for 
such a man to take the last step and become 
a Catholic. Actually he had an enormous 
distance to travel. .He had to retrace his 
steps to the starting point, he had to 
reverse his view of history, and go back on 


that he frequented were not true Sacraments. 
Such a change of allegiance could not be 
made without what Dr. Johnson called “a 
laceration of the mind,” and he would be 
bound to make it if he stuck to the question. 
What authority had the Church of England 
to do what it does; to preach what it 
preached? It was almost impossible for him 
to convey to them the atmosphere of the 
Anglo-Catholic. He was not on the threshold 
of the Catholic Church; nor yet was he a' 
mere eite putting forward in deliberate 
bad faith claims which he knew to be 
untenable.. Rather than accuse the Anglo- 
Catholics of bad faith in holding back from a 
step which meant so little to them; they 
ht to thank God for the grace which

ENNIS 'BUS SERVICE. 


ALLEGED INTIMIDATION BY

UNIONIST OPPOSITION. 

The scheme to regrade and increase the 
Londonderry Municipal clerical staff and in- 
crease the salaries of a number of the 
officials was discussed at a special meeting 
of the Committee of the North Ward Unionist 
Association, Derry, last- Friday night, called 
for the purpose of enabling the ward's re- 
presentatives in the Corporation to learn the 
views of the electors on the scheme. Four of 
the representatives were present and four un- 
avoidably absent. ! 

Mr. S. W. Kennedy (who presided) said 
that, in his opinion, economy should be the 
order of the day. The general feeling was 
that the salaries paid municipal officials for 
the work they did were quite adequate, and, 
instead of there being an increase, in some 
cases they should be reduced. 

In reply to a number of questions by Mr. 
Robert Roulston, J.P., the Chairman said that 
the City Accountant was a full-time official. 
His salary was £500 a year, and in addition 
he got a commission of 2} per cent. on the 
motor tax, which amounted to £300 a year, 
making his income '

Mr. F. J. Simmons, J.P., said that there 
was a good deal of the storm in a teapot 
over this affair. ‘Lhey had a hard-working lot 
of Corporation officials, and the work in the 
City Accountant’s office, the staff of which 
it had been proposed to increase by two, 
had enormously increased.

CORK BUTTER TRADERS’

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LOSSES IN 1920. 


The Council of the Cork Chamber of 
Commerce has p a tion urging the 
Free State Executive Council to press the 
British Government for an early settlement 
of the claims of the Cork butter merchants 
for compensation in res of ‘the losses in- 
curred by them in 1 as a result of an 
order issued by the Department of Agricul- 
ture on behalf of the Ministry of Food, 
London. 

It was explained that under the order 
exporters were permitted to ship only one- 
third of the butter they hand The re- 
mainder had to be put into cold storage for 
consumption in Ireland during the time of 
scarcity. | Most of the merchants concerned 
had no Irish trade and the greater part of the 
butter cold-stored remained on. their hands 


unsold until the time of scarcity in England 


had passed. The butter then had to be sold 
at a loss of about 50 per cent. of cost price, 
and the Cork merchants lost about £158,000. 
During the period of searcity British con- 
sumers were allowed only a few*ounces of 
butter, a week, and the Cork merchants could 
have sold their stocks at 4s. a pound. 

On consideration of a letter received from 
the Cork Incorporated Chamber of Commerce 
and Shipping inquiring. as to the progress 
made regarding the proposed amalgamation, 
the Secretary stated that he had received a 
communication from Mr. J. A. McCarthy, a 
member of the Council, stating that “ there 
seems. to be no reason why there should 
not be a joint council selected from both. 
bodies which would speak authoritatively for 
the city.” After some discussion the meeting 
agreed to endorse the suggestion of Mr. 
McCarthy, and the proposal was then made a 
recommendation of the Council. 

The Council decided to request the Revenue 
Commissioners to modify the regulations 
governing postal deliveries of foreign dutiable 
samples addressed to traders in the Free 
State. :

Dr. Dwyer veported that he was obliged, 
on the report of the Superintendent, to 
suspend Mr. James Hopper on the 10th Sep- 
tember ‘ast from the position of rent. col- 
lector, owing. to the unsatisfactory condition 
of the accounts, which showed a considerable 
shortage in his lodgments.

PEDIGREE CATTLE. 


IMPORTATION OF ANIMALS 
FROM SCOTLAND. 


Official intimation has been received from 
the Ministry of Agriculture, Northern Ire- 
land, that the Ministry is prepared to con- 
sider applications from rsons desirous of 
importing pedigree breeding stock from ap- 
proved premises in Scotland to approved pre- 
mises in Northern Ireland under certain con: 
ditions. Generally the provisions are that 
animals intended for importation must have 
been on the premises from which they are to 
be moved for three months immediately prior 
iw date of movement; that no animals can be 
imported from premises on which there are 
animals that have been in England or Wales 
within the preceding three months: and that 
vendors must produce, in addition to a 
veterinary certificate as to the health of the 
animals, a declaration that the ‘animals Are 
free from disease and that during the preced- 
ing three months they have not been in con- 
tact with any diseased animal or with any 
animal from England or Wales. 

It is understood that the Department of 
Agriculture for the Free State of Ireland will 
apply similar conditions in the case of cattle 
imported into the Free State, Qr which their 
representatives may purchase at the forth- 
coming sales. The effect of these intimations 
will be to allow of buyers from Ireland 
making purchases at the approaching sales in 
Scotland provided there is no change in the 
conditions in. Scotland, and that no entries 
be accepted for the sales from England. 

Intending purchasers are, however, advised 
to get into touch with the Ministry of Agri- 
culture, Belfast, in the case of Northern Ire- 
land, and with the Department of Agricul- 
ture, Dublin, in the case of residents in the 
Irish Free State.

Recently the Jrish Times showed the posi- 
tign with regard to serious drama in England 
as investigated by a Government committee 
of inquiry. In that country there are at least 
two thousand voluntary organisations which 
exist for the encouragement and development 
of the art of the stage, and their activities 
are reflected in a remarkable revival of the 
drama, especially in the smaller centres of 
population. 

ére is no such thing in Ireland, where, 
outside Dublin, there has never been a 
dramatic tradition and no deep-rooted instinct 
of the drama. The reason is that the ordi- 
nary inhabitants of the country towns and 
villages mever~had~the op nity, of, seeing 
the stagé at “its best. Second-rate travelling 
companies and local amateurs have for genera- 
tions put nothing before the public but rant- 
ing melodrama and the banal “' laughable 
farce.” ‘Within ‘the past “two ‘years the 
umateurs are beginning to do something 
better, and we find good modern drama being 
staged by local companies in Dundalk, 
Drogheda and other towns. 

OPULARITY OF SHAKESPEARE. - 

It is now learned, on good authority, that 
Irish audiences up and down the country are 
showing an appreciation of Shakespeare, when 
well done. In April last Mr. Anew McMaster 
brought,..his Shakespearean company to Ire- 
land as an experiment for a few weeks, He

CHARGE.

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FARMER SENT FOR TRIAL. 

At a Special Court in Tipperary last Satur- 
day, before District Justice Troy, Michael 
Kiely, farmer, Rathkea, Tipperary was re- 
turned for trial to the Central Criminal 
the wilful. murder of 
Maurice Curran (28), farm labourer, at Rath- 
kea, on January Ist.last. Bail was refused, 

Martin Harrington, fám servant . in 
Kiely’s employment, stated that he drove to 
Tipperary that morning in Kiely’s pony trap. 
He left on his return journey about 3 >. » 
taking with him Maurice Curran. Nell Rior- 
dam, a servant at Kiely’s, and her mother. 
About half a mile from Kiely’s house he met 
Kiely driving another pony trap towards Tip- 
nerary. Kiely had some words with witness 
about delaving in bringing home the pony, 
and ordered him and those with him out of 
the car. Kiely made two Kicks at witness 
and Curran. Kiely then got up on the trap 
which witness had been driving and drove 
home. Witness and Curran took possession 
of the trap that Kiely had beer in and drove 
after him. As they entered the farmyard 
Kiely was unharnessing the first pony, and 
witness said to him, '' Here is your -pony ; 
you need not be making such a noise about 
him. I. was bringing him home all right.” 
Kiely ran for a stick that was ir the.centro 
of. the yard, and made several Llows at wit-

A SHOT. 

The last blow that Kiely made at witness 
partly staggered him off the car in which he 
had veen standing, and when witness got on 
his feet he van for a stone that was in the 
yard and threw it at Kiely and struck him 
on the head, © Witwess did not see Curran 
during this time, Kiely ran to ) 
hav barn, and when witness saw him do this 
he shouted to Curran to ''come on. 

k When I got out on to the road,” said 
witness, ‘‘and came to the end of the cow 
shed, I saw Kiely with a rifle at his shoulder 
in a firing position. The rifle was in á down- 
ward position, and. pointed at me. He was 
above me on the fence at the time. “Curran 
was. on the road close behind me. When I 
saw Kiely I ran ih a stooping position for the 
shelter of the ditch, and in the direction in 
which Kiely was. At that moment.I heard a 
shot ring out, and, looking over my shoulder, 
I saw Curran staggering into the dyke at the 
left-hand side of the road—the side opposite 
the cow shed.” 

In cross-examination by Mr. D'Arcy, 
solicitor (for accused man), the witness said: 
“The excitement of the few drinks Í had 
taken went to my head, and I can’t remember 
fully what happened.” 

William Clancy, who accompanied Kiely. in 
the car towards Tipperary, stated that when 
the cars met on the road Kiely and Har- 
rington got into a scuffle. No blows were 
exchanged. Both Harrington and Curran 
picked up stones and took them into the car 
with them. Both Curran and Harrington

Str,—As this question in all its aspects is 
being so _thoroag ly debated in ‘your journal, 
may I be permitted to add what I believe to 
be the views of a great number of your 
readers who, like the writer, are anxious to 
preseryé the national language, but hold that. 
the methods which are being used are not 
those best calculated to attain that object? 
When the Gaelic League was established 
and before the introduction into it of politics 


(the inevitable fate of every movement ir this 


country) enormous strides were made in the 
encouragement and consequent growth of the 
language. In the Western districts, where, I 
believe, the purest Irish is spoken, one found 
many people reading and writing Irish who 
hitherto had only Besa able to spéak it. 


| Numbers of others, like the writer, studied it 


for the love of the.Jlanguage. It was a plea- 
sure in those days to converse with the native 
Irish speakers of the West and to hear the 
peculiarly full, rich sound of the language as 
they spoke it, 

Last summer when wisiting a district in 
the West I addressed a remark to a native 
; age with whom [I had often conversed. 
To my surprise he answered me in English, 
and when [ enquired the cause, he replied: 
“Sure, ‘tis too much Ivish we are getting 
with the way they are shoving it down our 
throats.’’ He then complained of the time 
his children were made to spend in learning 
the language, and [ heard the same com- 
vlaint (roth every hative parent to whom I 
s roke. 
fa my humble opinion what is needed. if 
the language is to be preserved permanently, 
is not compulsion, but encouragement—a 
gentle nurturing rather than, an attempt to 
force an unnatural, because too rapid, 
growth. ‘The Irish temperament is peculiarly 
averse from compulsory methods. This was 
very clearly demonstrated a few years ago in 
the matter of volutitary recruiting and con- 
scription. The average Jrishman is more 
easily led than driven. If those in authority 
over educational matters would only bear this 
simple fact in mind, the language might yet 
be saved.—Yours, etc.,

Disorderly scenes marked the meeting 
that was held by the Irish National League 
at the Bendigo Amusement Hall, Chancery 
street, Dublin, last night, for the purpose 
of establishing a branch in the Inne Quay 
Ward. 

Over a dozen speakers were listed to 
address the meeting, but only Captain 
Redmond, T.D., and Mr. T. O'Donnell 


finish his speéch. 

Capt. Redmond, who was received with 
cheers and boohs, was about to speak when 
a man in the audiencé got up on a chair and 
addressed the meeting in Irish. He said that 
Capt. Redmond . was . an i and 
stood for the British Empire. i k 
Capt. Redmond ask Irishmen to give up their 
lives íor England on the fields of France. 

A WORKERS’ REPUBLIC. — 

Capt. Rédmond asked, amid cries of “ Up 

Russia,” ‘‘ Up Moscow,” “ Up China,” and 


the present state of affairs to continue, and 
was angwered by cries of “We want a 
Workers’ Republic.” aie | 

Capt. Redmond said that he had never led 
the people astray. 

A Voice—‘* You pack of twisters.”’ 

Capt. Redmond said that it could never be 
thtown at his door that was (a 
“twister.” He never professed to be an 
Irish . Republican and then went in knee- 
breeches to Buckingham Palace. 

Interrupted further, Capt. Redmond said 
that he fought for his principles in France 
in company with 300,000 other Irishmen, He 
was an Irishman and a Wexfordman. He 


was out to restore the unity of the country. 


At this stage Capt. Redmond was forced 
to shout at the top of his voice in order to 
make himself audible over the din made by 
interrupters. 

One section on the right of the hall sang 
“The. Red: Flag,” and. when they had 
finished Capt. Redmond stood up and started 
to sing “ The Boys of Wexford,” Another 
section started '“The Legion of the Rear- 
guard.'' 

When the singing was at an end a“ man 
in the audience pointed to the green flag, 
with gold harp in centre, hanging on the. 
platform, and shouted: ‘‘ Take that down 
and put up the Union Jack; you fought for 
England.”’ : 

“I fought for something,” retorted Capt. 
Redmond. ‘‘ What did you do?” 

A man jumped on the reporters’ table, and 
began to make a speech, but it was impos- 
sible to follow him, as several other men and 
at least one woman were making speeches in 
different parts of the hall at the same time. 
Captain Redmond and his supporters on the 
platform could do nothing but sit and watch 
and listen. j 

“THE HUNGRY ARMY.” 

The uproar continued for nearly an hour, 
before a small man stood up, and appealed 
to the crowd to listen to him as a working 
man. Getting a hearing, he said that there 
was only room in this country for two 
»arties—‘‘ the robbers and the robbed.” He 
had fought for no country—he was one of 
the “ Hungry Army.” 

Another outbreak of singing, cat-calls, and 
impromptu speeches followed, . and then 
there was a brief period of comparative calm, 
during which Mr. T. O'Donnell rose, and 
began to speak in Irish. He had not uttered 


manded—‘' What about Gilmore?” 

Mr. O'Donnell said that neither he nor 
Captain Redmond had anything to do with 
that.

It has been said that the lifetime of a 
generation must pass before any great 
reform receives nation-wide approval. Old 
folk, trained in a bad tradition, cannot 
adapt their lives to new conceptions, and 
a new generation must grow” accustomed 
in its youth to the notions. from which 
its elders shrink. Jn agriculture, old bad 
habits die slowly, The Department of 
Agriculture in Ireland required to battle 
for twenty years before it could persuade 
Irish farmers generally to adopt the most 
elementary improvements in methods of 
the soil.

A Girdle Round the Earth. 


The shelves to which we relegate the 
biblia a-biblia of the publishing season 
receive a weighty addition in Marconi's 


and Trade Addresses.” This huge volume, 
wherein 55,000 manufacturing and trad- 
ing firms, situated in all the regions 
of the earth, register their cable addresses, 
and are indexed in the five principal com- 
mercial languages, serves as an impressive 
reminder of the economic inter-dependence 
of the nations. The federation of the world 
of which the poet dreamed may be far 
from us, but already the business men of 
the nations have knit the ports and cities 
of the globe in a close network. Last week 
men marvelled at the institution of wire- 
less telephonic communication between 
London and New York, and we doubt not 
that a few more years will see the same 
service extended to all the capitals. This 
wonder of electrical invention, however, is 
less significant than the spontaneous and 
world wide co-operation of business houses 
illustrated by a register that enables a 
firm in Dublin, at a moment's notice, to 
open communication with its fellows in 
any or every land. No world parliament 
was necessary to bring, for example, the 
flour-millers of Japan, Esthonia, Spain, 
Chile and Turkey into co-operation, or to 
induce the great engineering houses of. all 
lands to accept a common code of com- 
munication. Invention and commercial 
enterprise; in fact, have outstripped 
political growth. The huge index of cable 
addresses foreshadows the day when a 
world telephone directory will come into 
being, and stand usefully beside us like 
the present local directory. 


Literary Fashions. 


Mr. Arnold Bennett has stated that he 
could not be induced to read ‘‘ Waverley ” 
again save for a fee of fifty guineas. There 
are books from Mr. Bennett’s pen which 
Scott, probably, were he living, might be 
equally reluctant to read. The remark, how- 
ever, is something more than a personal 
confession of defective taste. It exhibits the 
mind of the age that has created Holly- 
wood. If Scott, whom earlier generations 
read en famille in the lamp-lit winter even- 
ings, is neglected, it is not because the 
novels are long; for many popular modern 
books are longer. Mr. Bennett himself 
has given us books which are as long—as 
the country people say—‘ as a long drink 
of water ”; a recent French novel runs to 
twelve volumes, and Mr. Compton 
Mackenzie is writing a novel that will be 
longer than the Bible. It is Seott's 
mental attitude that offends. His people 
have dignity, pride and scholarship. The 
actual story of “ Waverley’ is compara- 
tively dull, although, as ‘‘ Kenilworth ”’ 
shows, Scott could create a headlong tide 
of fierce excitement like any “ sensational ”” 
writer of to-day.. If lovers of good litera- 
ture always. have a well-thumbed 
“ Waverley’ on their.shelves, it is for the 
sake of that. Marquis. of Tullibardine— 
drawn from Scott's own father—whose old- 
world urbanity is an undying charm. It 
would need a long search to find Tulli- 
bardines to-<lay; and democracy loves to 
contemplate its own image. The passing 
years, that render “ Waverley ” more and 
more a record of a vanished world, en- 
hance its value. Even the gentle tedium 
of its early chapters hold satisfaction for 
the mind weary of an age of flux.

There was no more admirable quality in 
Englishmen than that of loyalty. 
Many said that he had not given labour a 
square deal. It was a far more serious thing 
to him that Labour had had no square deal 
from their own leaders.

The news from Hankow continues to be 
and uncertain, though the Foreign 


Ofhies 1a slightly relieved by the intimation 
that the British are again in occupation 


‘of the British Concession in consequence 
of an arrangement with the Cantonese 
Foreign Minister. This is a remarkable 
change of face for a Chinese to make, 
and, obviously, of the greatest importance. 
British subjects are not to suffer inte 
ference, and the Chinese mobs are not to 
be allowed to congregate on the Bund, ao 
that business can be carried on again. 
The agreement is a triumph for the Britis), 
representatives on the spot, and it may 
have very far-reaching results. It is under 
stood that the economic factor has played 
a t part in the arrangement ; for tho 
Chinese found that many thousands were 
without work with the suspension of the 
foreign. trade and commerce. It 
remains to be seen whether the Chinese 
will. adhére to the agreement; for it is 
feared that their Russian Bolshevist ad 
‘yisers will try to upset at. 


The Cabinet .and China. 


The Prime Minister returns to London 
in the course of this week, and, while it 
is not anticipated at the moment tha‘ 
there will be a meeting of the Cabine' 
during the next few days, circumstances 
relative to the China situation may necessi- 
tate a gathering. It is not concealed in 
Government circles that the present, posi- 
tion of affairs IS viewed with vrave 
concern, while the outlook for the future 
is very black. In certain Conservative 
circles there fs an inclination to blame tho 
authorities for not taking a firmer line, 
because it is feared that oh clr 
may try to wreck the British osition at 
Shanghai ; but this feeling is confined to 
a small party, the great majority of the 
party placing its confidence in the Govery 
ment. It was agreed last night that tho 
‘policy pursued at Hankow has defeate: 
the efforts of the Cantonese to force a 
fight, and brought about a welcome 
change. It might be as well for the 
grumblers to consider whether they wish 
the Government, to embark on a new war. 
In the event of an attack upon Shanghai 
a very dangerous situation may arise, 
compelling drastic measures; but in such 
an event it, is unlikely that this country 
will be left to face the position alone. 


The New Year. 


Once the Chinese troubles are sur 
mounted, if such a thing may be possible, 
there is a prospect of a good year in this 
country, with a kindly reflection on the 
trade of the Dominions.

Spending E stimates. 


I understand that all the great spending 
departments of the Government now have 
submitted draft estimates to the Treasury 
for the coming financial year, and the 
financial experts are going through them 
with tn care, with a view to dis- 
covering ground for greater economy. 
There are frequent conferences with the 
heads of the departments, and the usual 
protests against suggested reductions, with 
the result that comparatively little progress 
has been made. At the Treasury it is 
thought that considerably greater pressure 


the reductions rendered necessary by the 
national finances are to be accomplished. 
One point has become apparent, however, 
in that recent legislation has added a 
huge number of new officials to some olf 
the departments, with a consequent 
increase in the already heavy salary li*s. 
These are commitments which cannot be 
ignored. 


The National Debt. 


The Colwyn Committee, which has been 
considering the National Debt, has just 
resented its report to the Prime Minister ; 
ut it is im robable that it will be avail 
able for publication unless the Govern 
ment should consider that any great 
purpose would be served. The Committee 
was set up in 1924 by Mr. Philip Snowden, 
while Chancellor of the Exchequer, and 
‘was presided over by Lord Colwyn, who 
had as colleagues Sir Charles Addis, Sir 
Arthur Balfour, Mrs. Wootton, Sir Josia! 
Stamp, and Mr. Fred. Bramley. It is 
said that the report is most interesting. 
as it utterly dismisses the idea of a 
‘capital levy with the idea that the 
Debt can be reduced salis- 
factorily by increasing taxation. In 
creased prosperity, to be sought by al!

An American naval officer who witnessed 
some of the attacks remarked that he 
doubtéd whether many men in the forces 
of any other country could be found to 
possess the superb self-discipline which 
enabled. these young British Marines to 
refrain from “getting just a little bit of 
their own back.” 


RED PROPAGANDA BY POSTERS. 

A striking example of the type of red 
propaganda, which helps one to under- 
gfand how the anger of the Chinese mob 
was created, was shown here by one of the 
Hankbw refugees. It was an illustrated 
poster containing a series of pictures 
which had been posted on the British 
@enotaph and Municipal Buildings in the 
British Concession. 

The first picture bears the Soviet flag 
with the hammer and sickle prominently 
displayed. Next come portraits of Marx, 
Lenin, and Sun-Yat-Sen. 

After that is a representation of Russia 
extending the hand of friendship to Young 
China. In contrast with this is one of 
John; Bull standing on the necks of two 
prostrate Chinese. 

The next illustration the same 
Chinese waking up and half upsetting 
John; Bull. ; 

The final picture shows the same 
Chinése on top of John Bull and

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<9 LYNCHINGS IN U.S. LAST 
YEAR, 


TWO WOMEN AMONG THE 
VICTIMS. 
‘TUSKEGEE, ALABAMA (By Mail.) 

Twenty-nine persons, including two women, 
were lynched in the United States during 
1926, an increase of 15 over the previous year, 

Aecdording to the Tuskegee Normal and In- 
dustrial Iistitute, Florida, with eight, had 
the lérgest number; Texas had seven, Missis- 
sippi| four, South Carolina three, Arkansas 
two, and Georgia, Kentucky, New Mexico, 
Tennessee and Virginia one each. Of those 
lynched, twenty-two were negroes, six white, 
and one an Indian. There were 355 instances 
in which officers prevented lynchings, 29 of 
these! being in the Southern States. 

Thirty-four persons were indicted in connec- 
tion with lynchings, nine receiving prison sen- 
tences, eight for terms ranging from four to 
twenty years, and one for life. One of the 
mob¢ victims was acquitted by the courts. 
'Tweúty of those lynched were taken from the 
hands of the law, eight from jails, and twelve 
from officers outside jails.

The man who endeavours to open 
‘a. new, way to progress, who proposes new 
methods or tactics, will make many 
mistakes. Pioneers always make mistakes. 
They are never popular until they die;

“Here am I, the villain of the piece 
to-day, at least if one is to judge from the 
conversation that I have, to listen to in 
boat, ‘train, or aeroplane, of people who 
wish for my extinction, and that not a 
peaceful extinction. This is not the only 
kind. of eriticism., One does. not mind a 
frontal attack; it is. the attack from behind 


that is treacherous.and. dangerous. 
NEW CRISIS PREDICTED. | 

Intimating that his subject was “ Labour's 
Road to Power,” Mr. Cook repeated his 
allegation that the Prime Minister had stated 
to him: “ Not only must the wages of the 
miners be reduced, but, the wages of all other 
workers, if Britain is to regain prosperity.”’ 

“ Therefore,’’ Mr. Cook continued, '' who 
dare deny that Toryism stands for the stabili- 
sation of capitalism and the reduction of the 
workers’ wages ?”’ 

Repeating that he made no apology for 
the past year’s fight. Mr. Cook said: ' I do 
not hide behind the decisions of the men. 
They were right... 

Appealing to his hearers to look the situa- 
tion squarely in the face, he said: “‘A 
struggle that has.cost 600 millions has taken 
place. We shall have the cost of living 
going up in the next six months, This year 
we shall have a situation unparalleled for 
100 years. Economic prices will be greater 
before the end of the year, and that. ‘is 
bound to provoke a political crisis, fer there 
is no economic crisis which does not produce 
a political counterpart. 

‘‘Toryism is heading the country to the 
edge of a precipice. Liberalism has gone. 
There are but a few orphans of the storm 
left—Lloyd George; we have to remember 
Lloyd George. 


WHAT LLOYD GEORGE DID. 

“What, did Lloyd George do in 1919? He 
set up a commission. But what became of 
it? {Its chairman, Mr. Justice Sankey, was 
ostracised by society because he declared 
that private ownership stood condemned and 
that royalties were economically unsound, 

‘‘T repeat, the miners have always been 
right in fighting. It is no good to shut your 
eyes to the situation. In this country we 
are up against the most serious economic 
crisis of our lives. A false step this year 
may throw us into the cataclysm of com- 
petitive war. We took a false step last year; 
we have been driven back. In the coalfields 
there is a wilderness, and it is called peace. 
There stand men battered and bruised, and 
women who have paid and have suffered, 
but the women know we were right in refus- 
ing to accept a degradation of the standard 
of life. 

ON A VOLCANO. 

“We are sitting on a volcano,”’ he said. 
“ Who is to blame?” he asked later. ‘‘ Not 
the leader. The day has gone by when any 
leader can dictate to a great body of men. 
I believe in a leader who is a representative 
of the men. I am the gramophone for the 
million miners I represent.” 

Another statement by Mr. Cook was: 
“The crisis that came last year. will 
come again with greater ferocity, ‘hot 
because I want. it. do not blame 
those leaders’ in the Labour movement 
who do not understand the economic situation. 
I believe that Jimmy Thomas honestly 
believes in capitalism as being the best 
system possible. It is for that reason he is 
doing everything he can to buttress the 
capitalist system, but I cannot understand 
Mr. Macdonald and Mr. Snowden. 

Mr. Cook said that he stood for a ‘one 
hundred per cent. organised body of workers 
in one union in the mining industry. 


BEATEN, BUT NOT BROKEN. 

“ We have been beaten, it is true—bent, but 
not broken. We shall reorganise. From John 
o’ Groats to Land’s End not one protest has 
come from the men. We must sweep away 
Toryism and Baldwinism.”’

CO-OPERATION OF SCIENCE 
WANTED. 

Speaking at Cricklewood yesterday after- 
noon, Mr. Cramp, Industrial Secretary of 
the National Union of Railwaymen, said 
that he had never believed in the power of 
the general strike to settle any involved 
industrial problem, and expressed the 
opinion that it would not be entered upon 
in the same way should issues of a sirailar 


complexity recur. 

There was a great deal of talk about in- 
dustrial peace, but it was useless to talk 
peace when there was none. The condition 
of peace could only be established by trade 
unionists having the opportunity. to under- 
stand the circumstances of the industry in 
which they were employed, and of participat- 
ing in the direction of its destinies. 

helerring to the view that politics should 
be kept out of trade unionism, he thought 
that many things could be taken out of the 
arena of party warfare and dealt with by an 
industrial Parliament, in which science might 
co-operate with industry to the advantage of 
employers and the workers.

LOCK PICKED WITH A BODKIN 

Edward Dawson 431), who is described &s 
a notorious burglar, picked the lock of his cell 
door in Wandsworth Prison, London, early 
on Saturday morning, and, scaling the outer 
wall. esc Dawson was serving a sen- 
tence of twenty-one- months’ imprisonment 
imposed on him in December last st the 
London County Sessions. 

He was seen by a warder se Friday 
evening perforing his task of mending Post 
Office td in the cell. He was allowed for 
this a pair of scissors and a heavy bodkin, 
which probably helped him in the escape. _ 

The night warder looked through the spy- 
hole of the cell after midnight, and saw Daw- 
son, as he thought, lying in bed. 
after seven o'clock, when the doors of the 
cells were opened for breakfast, it was found 
that..Dawson’s: cell was empty. 

“An “alatm Was raised, and 
made. It was then discovered that Dawson 
had picked the lock of his cell door, and also 
the lock of the gate in the passage where the 


open yard. He managed to obtain a ladder— 
probably from the prison workshop—which 
was found placed against the wall. 

He climbed the prison. wall and dronges 
about twelve feet into the street below. o- 
body seems to have seen anything oí the 
affair. 

1 DAWSON RECAPTURED. 

Dawson was found yesterday in the casual 
ward of Wandsworth Poor~Law Institution, 
and was taken back to the prison. He is 
now in the prison infirmary, suffering from 
injuries which the authorities believe that he 
received in climbing the wall. 

Dawson, it appears, on going to Wands- 
worth Workhouse on: Saturday “might, com- 
plained of his ankle, which he said that he 
sprained when jumping-ont of the way of a 
bicycle. He reported sicle yesterday morning, 
and when the superintendent of the. casual 
ward, Mr. L. Purcell, saw him he imme- 
diately recognised him and notified: the police. 
When Dawson realised that he had been dis- 
covered he said: “It is a fair catch. You 
have beaten me to the ground. I am a sport 
and I take it like a sport.” 

Dawson, said Mr, Purcell, gave me a full 
account of how he got out of prison. He 
told me that at tea time on Friday he re- 
moved the lock of his cell and waited his 
to. get--out, Eventually he 
anaged to walk “ott, “aid succeeded in 
hiding himself in the building, and later 
gained the courtyard. He succeeded in ob- 
taining a ladder, which he placed against the 
wall. with the. object ofiscaling..it. The 
ladder ‘slipped and let “him”@own into the 
courtyard. He picked himself up,- climbed 
the ladder, and reached the top of the wall. 
Then he dropped the ladder accidentally, and 
all that he could do was to jump. 

He hid in a shed in afield throughout 
Saturday until dark. Whéii he emerged with 
the intention of getting away he found that 
he could not go on, owing to the strain. 
Realising this, he

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DEAD BODIES IN A CAVE. 


SUPPOSED DEATH PACT. 


A sensational discovery was made in a cave 
at the famous Winnat’s Pass, Castleton, in 
Derbyshire, at dusk on Saturday, when the 
dead bodies of a young man and a young 
woman, who have been missing from their 
homes in Manchester since the beginning of 
the year, were found. The victims, who 
had, it is believed, died of poison, are 
Marjorie C, Stewart (17), of Hinde street, 
Moston, Manchester; employed in a Man- 
chester warehouse, and Harry Fallows (26), 
also residing in Hinde street, Manchester, a 
married man with one child, who was living 
apart from his wife. : 

The discovery was made by Mr. Fred 
Bannister (17), labourer, of Upper Duke 
street, Manchester, who states that he en- 
countered the couple at the entrance to the 
cave on Sunday, 2nd of January. He and 
two. friends were on a ramble at Castleton, 
when they saw’ a man and a young woman 
sitting side by side in the dark at the 
entrance to a cave. —“Í am quite certain 
they were the same two,” he said. ‘‘ We 
had torches, and they told us to put them 
out. We passed on and thought no more 
about it.’’ 7 

Describing his dramatic discovery, Mr. 
Bannister said that he went alone ‘to explore 
the cave in the Winnat’s Pass on Saturday. 
I entered the cave, he said, and about fifty 
yards inside my flashlight shone on the 
woman, who was reclining against a rock. I 
did not see the man. annister then in- 


formed olice Sergeant Barnett, who, along 


with Mr. Bailey, of. Castleton, and Bannister 
visited the cave, when the body of the man, 
lying on his back, was found a few feet away 
from the girl. Both were fully dressed.

SURPRISING VICTORY OF BRAY 
UNKNOWNS. 


Shamrock Rovers were beaten by Bray 
Unknowns in the First Round of the Free 
State Cup at Shelbourne Park on Saturday. 
To describe the result as a surprise is to put 
it very mildly. i 

Rovers had on the previous Saturday wound up 
their League campaign by carrying-~off the Cham- 
pionship with an unbeaten record, but on Saturday 
they went down ingloriously, and/were beaten de- 
servediy by three clear goals. 

The Bray team had beea shewing improved form 
in their recent games, but they lacked consistency. 
Their victory over Rovers is the best thing they 
have ever accomplished. It was due entirely to 
the circumstances that they played football suited 
to the occasion—fast, even work, with their for- 
wards seizing every opportunity to shoot. They 
were rare opportunists, who turned everything that 
came their way to good account. 

Take that first goal, scored ia the opening two 
minutes. Rovers bad started off with a sharp 
attack in which they came near scoring. 
Mulvanny, of Bray, relieved, worked his way 
through on the left, and placed the ball well 
forward, Rogers, at centre forward, got pos- 
session, and. though challenged by the twe 
full batks, who were slow to realise the danger. 
be retained possession, and finished a great solo run 
by scoring a lovely goal. 

From that virtually to the interval Rovers had 
all the play. Helped by a strong wind, they 
kept Unknowns in their own half, but goals they 
could not score. Leonard, in the Bray goal, 
guarded his charge in masterly style. Rovers’ 
forwards shot from all angles without avail. Even 
during the period when Leonard was off the field, 
as the result of a severe knock.from Byrne, Rovers’ 
efforts brought them no practical reward, Cooper, 
the full back, displaying great form in his unusual 
task as goalkeeper. 

Later Leonard tresumed, and, though he was 
carrying a very stiff right leg. be performed won- 
derfully. Before the interval, in a break-away, 
Bray came witbin an ace of increasing their lead, 
Byrne shooting a foot or so wide from a fine 
opening. 

After the interval Rovers seriously set 
getting on level terms. but they found the task 
beyond them. Helped by the wind, Unknowns 
had almest as much of the play, and when those 
fast moving forwards got going they always 
threatened danger. In contrast to the Rovers, 
whose forwards kept the ball close, Unknowns 
indulged in long passing from wing to wing. This 
policy upset Rovers’ defence, and after twenty-five 
minutes, following a corner kick, Byrne, standing 
unmarked, scored Bray’s second goal. 

With visions of their first defeat of the season 
in view, Rovers exerted themselves to reduce the 
lead, but the shooting of their forwards was very 
poor. Byrne and Fagan on one occasion com- 
pletely missed the ball in front of an open goal, 
while later Fullam, from three ór four yards out, 
ballooned it—a most unusual performance for him. 

Ten minutes from the end came Bray's third 
goal—another instance of their opportunism, 
Rogers at the half-way cirele got possession, 
swung the ball to Byrne, who returned it to the 
centre, where Rogers, running in, beat O'Reilly, 
and rushed with the ball into the net. 

That finished Rovers’ interest in the Cup this 
year.

VIEWS AT BLACKROCK 
DEBATING SOCIETY. 


Mr. Gavan Duffy moved at the meeting of 
the Blackrock Debating Society, last Satur- 
day, a resolution concerning the payment of 
| land annuities to the British Government. 

Mr. are in supporting his motion, said 
that he had never concealed the fact that he 
was not an enthusiastic admirer of the pre- 
sent Government, but he hoped to satisfy 
them that the Executive Council had agreed 
with Great Britain to saddle the Irish Free 
State with a debt that was not due. Under 
agreement a capital liability, or national debt, 
amounting to upwards of £100,000,000 was 
put on the country, with an annual liability 
of £3,000.000 for land annuities. He held 
that in this matter the Executive Council had 
acted. in excess of its authority. 

The main thesis was that the money, which 
they were to pay. under the :greement, was 
not due on two distinct grounds: First, be- 
cause England admitted at the time of the 
Home Rule Act of 1920 that this particular 
liability was hers, and not ours; and, ly, 
because all financial liability of this country 
to England under Article 5 of the Treaty 
was finally wiped out by the London Pact of 
twelve months ago. The agreement was only 
lately published, and had not been ratified. 

Mr. Duffy proposed that the proposal of the 
Minister for Finance to hand over to the 
British Government the amount of annuities 
accruing from time to time under the Irish 
pór "w Acts in Saorstat Eireann was unjustifi- 
able. i 

Mr. James McMahon said that he did not 
believe that their Executive went over to 
England and sold Ireland, and no man of any 
position in Ireland would be convinced of it.
